manner to ſcize and ſell the ſame as is directed in the caſe of ſeizures made by the Collectors or 
Naval Officers: Provided always, That no perſon ſhall be required to give account epon oath of

SeCT. 2. Be it therefors enadted by the General Aﬀembly, That no perſon ſhall put on board, or 

receive into any ſhip or veſſel, in order to be exported therein, any tobacco not packed in hogſheads 


or caſks, upon any pretence whatſoever; nor in any hogſhead or caſk to be in that or any (hip;or 


other veſſel exported out of this State, before the ſame ſhalt have been reviewed and inſpected 
according to the directions of this Act; but that all tobacco whatſoever, to be received or taken ori 
board any ſhip or other veſſel, and to be therein exported; or to be carried and put on board any

And be it further enadted, That every Maſter of a ſhip or veſſel wherein tobacco ſhall 
be laden, ſhall, at the time of clearing, deliver to the Naval Officer, a fair manifeſt of all the 


tobacco on board his ſhip or veſſel, expreſſing the marks and numbers of every hogſhead or caſk, 


and the tare and nett weight ſtamped thereon, the perſon by whom ſhipped, and from what ware- 
houſe, and ſhall make oath thereto, -and that the fame is a juſt and true account of the marks, 
numbers, tare and nett weight, of each reſpective hogſhead or caſk, as the ſame was taken down 


by the perſon or perſons appointed by him to take the ſame before the ſaid tobacco was ſtowed © 


away; and no ſhip or veſſel ſhall be cleared by the Naval-Officer before he ſhall have received ſuch 


liſt and manifeſt, which ſhall by the ſaid Naval-Officer be tranſmitted to the Treaſurer of this 


Commonwealth for the time being. 


SgcT. 5. Ana be it further pnafled, That if the Skipper of any boat or veſſel, of the perſon 
or perſons to whom the care and management thereof ſhall be entruſted, ſhall land or put on ſhore 
any hogſhead, caſ:, or package of tobacco, put on board the fame to be carried to any public ware- 

at any other place or places than the ware-houſes by this AR appointed for the reception and 
inſpection of tobacco, or at ſome or one of them, or the wharfs or other landing to ſuch ware- 
houſe or ware-houſes belonging, or ſhall put the ſame on board any other veſſel, or ſuffer the ſame 
to be done, ſo as the ſame be not delivered at ſome of the ſaid public ware-houſes without fraud or 
embezzlement, or ſhall open any hogſhead or caſk of tobacco ſo as aforeſaid waterborn and landed, 
and take thereout any tobacco before the ſame be received by the Inſpectors according to the di- 


rections of this Act; or after the ſame has been viewed ſhall fraudulently open any hogſhead or 


caſk, and take thereout any tobacco, every ſuch offence ſhall be judged felony, and the offender or 
offenders ſhall ſuffer as in the caſe of felony. Provided always. That nothing herein before con- 
tained ſhall be conſtrued to prohibit the landing or putting on ſhore any hogſhead, caſk, or pack- 
age of tobacco, out of any boat or other veſſel, which by diſtreſs of weather ſhall be forced on ground, 
or become leaky, ſo as ſuch landing be really and Sog ue for the preſervation of the tobacco laden 
in ſuch veſſel, and that the ſame may with all convenient ſpeed be thereafter carried to the ware-houſe 
or ſhip (as the caſe may be) to which it was deſigned, without embezzlement. Provided alfa, 
That if by any of the accidents aforeſaid, or negligence of the Maſter or Skipper of any veſſel, 
any tobacco which hath been viewed and ſtamped, ſhall in its carriage to the ſhip or veſſel in which 


it is intended to be exported, receive ſo much damage as that the Maſter of ſuch ſhip or veſſel will 


not receive it on board, every hogthead or caſk of tobacco ſo damnitied ſhall with convenient 
ſpeed be carried to ſome ware-houſe zppointed by this Act, and there lodged until the owner of the 
ſaid tobacco, or Maſter of the veſſel in which it was damaged; thall have ſeparated the fame and re- 


283 the good tobacco, and then the ſame ſhall be weighed and ſtamped with the weight by the 


nſpector attending ſuch wre- houſe withvut fee or reward; but if the owner of ſuch tobacco, or the

within ten days, then the Inſpectors at the ware-houſe where ſuch damaged tobacco ſhall be landed, 
ſhall, and they are hereby required, to ſep»rate, re-pack, weigh, and ſtamp the ſame ; and ſuch 
Inſpectors thall receive of the owner ten ſhillings for their trouble and nails.

SECT. 7. And be it further enafed, That the rents of the ſeveral ware-houſes hereby eſtab- 
liſhed, ſhall be, and they are hereby eſtabliſhed at the following rates: At Pitt's and Guilford's, 
ten pounds; at Pungoteague, eight pounds; at Cherryſtone's and Naſwaddox, eight pounds; at 
Hampton, ten pounds; at College Landing, ten pounds; and at all the other ware-houſes there ſhall 
be allowed and paid for the rents of the ſame, one ſhilling and fix pence for every hogſhead of tobacco 
that already have been or ſhall be received, inſpected, and delivered out of ſuch ware-houſes reſpec- 
tively.

Provided always, That where wharfs are or thall be 
neceſſary to be built or kept in repair at any of the ſaid ware-houſes, and the rents hereby eſtabliſhed 
are not ſufficient for building and keeping in repait ſuch wharfs, or where any new ware-houſes 
ſhall hereafter be built in purſuance of this Act, and the rent hereby eſtablithed ſhall not be pro- 

rtionable to the expence of ſuch building, in both the ſaid caſes ſuch further allowance ſhall be 
made by the General Aſſembly as thall be thought reaſonable ; and the rents aforeſaid, together

SecT. 8. And be it further enabled. That where the ware-houſes are already built at any of the 
places herein before mentioned, and appointed for keeping the ſame, and are now made uſe of 
for public ware-houſes, the proprietors and owners of ſuch ware-houſes ſhall be, and they are here- 


by obliged, to let the ſame to the Inſpectors during the continuance of this Act, at the rent 
| hereby eſtabliſhed for ſuch ware-houſes reſpectively; and if any proprietor or owner ſhall refuſe ſo 


to do, he ſhall forfeit and pay five hundred pounds; and where ware-houſes are not already built 
at any of the places aforeſaid, or where any new ware-houſes ſhall be hereafter appointed to be 
kept at any other place, it ſhall be lawful for the Juſtices of the Court of that County, wherein 
ſuch place is or ſhall be, and they are hereby required, at the next Court to be held for their 
County after the commencement of this Act, or after ſuch new ware-houſe ſhall be ſo appointed 
(as the caſe may be) to order and direct ſo many ſtrong, cloſe, and ſubſtantial houſes, ſecured with 
ſtrong doors, hung on iron hinges, and with ſtrong locks or bolts, as will contain ſufficient room 
for two thirds of the number of hogſheads, which, in their opinion, will be annually brought to 
the ſame, and one brick ſquare or tunnel ſix feet high at leaft; and four feet diameter, with a 
proper arch at the bottom of the ſame, for burning tobacco refuſed and picked, at ſuch wares 

ouſes, and ſuch wharfs and other conveniences, as ſhall be neceſſary and ſhall cauſe ; the owner 
or proprictor of the land where ſuch ware-houſes are appointed to be kept, and if ſuch owner or 
proprietor be under age, feme covert, or out of the Country, then the guardian, huſband, or 
known attorney, or agent (as the caſe may be) of ſuch owner or proprietor, to be ſummoned to 
appear before them at the next ſucceeding County Court, after fuch ſummons ſhall iſſue, there to 
declare whether they will undertake to erect and build ſuch houſes; funnel, wharfs, and other 
conveniences, and let the ſame to the Inſpectors appointed to attend at fuch ware-houſes, at the 
rent ſettled by this Act, or which ſhall be hereafter ſettled for the fame ; and in caſe ſuch owner, 
guardian, huſband, known attorney, or agent, will undertake the ſame; then the ſaid Court ſhall, 
and they are hereby required, to take bond with ſufficient ſecurity, in a reaſonable penalty, pay- 
able to the Governor and his ſuoceſſors, te the uſe of the Commonwealth, with condition for the 
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dus performance of ſuch undertaking. And if ſuch oer, guardian, huſband, known ittotney; 
or agent, Mall refuſe to undertake the ſame, or give ſuch bond as aforeſaid, then it ſhall be law 


ful tor the ſaid Juſtices, and they are hereby required, to value an acre of the ſaid land, and to 


pay or tender to the proprietor, his or her I huſband, known attorney, or agent, the

| be recovered with coſts, by action of debt, in any Court of Record within this State, by any perſo 
| ſuing for the ſame. And every perſou offering or paying, directly or indirealy, any fee, ſervice; 
tuity, or reward whatſoever, ' to any Inſpector to reſign his ſaid office, -thall, for the ſaid of- 
** be for ever diſabled from holding the office of Inſpector within this State. Provided al- 
ways, That no Juſtice of the Peace, being an InſpeQor, or recommended to be an Inſpector, 
ſhall be allowed to vote in nomination and recommendation of perſons to be Inſpectors as afore- 
daid ;- and where any perſon once recommended as aforeſaid, and executing the office of Inſpector 
in purſuance of ſuch recommendation, thall be again recommended the ſucceeding year, the fame 
ſhall be a ſufficient appointment to him to continue in the ſaid office for another year without any 
new commiſſion, and ſo from year to year, ſo long as he {hall be ſo recommended as aforeſaid.

- SxcrT. 14. And be # further enacted, That every perſon appointed, or to be appointed, In- 
ſpector by virtue of this Act, ſhall, before he enters upon the execution of the ſaid office, enter 
into bond with good ſecurity, in the penalty of one thouſand pounds, payable to the Governor 
for the time being, and his ſucceſſors, with condition for the true and faithful performance of his 
duty, according to the directions of this Act; which bond ſhall be recorded in the County, and 
tranſmitted by the Clerk of the Court to the Treaſurer, under the penalty of one hundred pounds, 
who ſhall move for judgment againſt every Inſpector failing to diſcharge the. ſame within two 
months after failure, under the penalty of one hundred pounds; and every ſuch Inſpector ſhall 
alſo take the following oath at the time he gives bond, that is to ſay: © You ſhall ſwear, thar 
you will, diligently and carefully view and examine all tobaceo brought to the public ware-houſe 
or ware-houſes where you ate appointed Inſpector, and that not ſeparately and apart from your 
fellow; but in his preſence; and that yon will not receive or paſs any tobacco that is not, in your 
judgment, ſound, well conditioned, merchantable, and clear of traſh; nor receive, paſs, or 
ſtamp, any tobacco hogſhead or caſk of tobacco, contrary to the Act, intituled, * An Act to 
amend and reduce the ſeveral Acts of Aſſembly for the inſpection of tobacco, into one AR,” nor 
refuſe any tobacco that, in your judgment, is ſound, well conditioned, merchantable, and clear 
of traſh ; and that you will not change, alter; or give out, any tobacco; other than ſuch hogſheads 
or caſks for which the receipt to be taken was given; but that you will in all things well and 
faithfully diſcharge your duty in the office of an Inſpector, according to the beſt of your ſkill and 
judgment, and according to the directions of this Act, without fear, favor, affection, malice, 
dr partiality. So help you God.” Which oath ſhall be taken before the Governor of this State 
for the time being, before the General Court, or in the Court of the County wherein ſuch In- 
ſpector ſhall reſide, . or the warc-houfes at which he ſhall be Inſpector ſhall ſtand. But before any 
Inſpector ſhall enter upon the execution of his office, he ſhall produce a certificate, if ſworn be- 
fore th: Governor or General Court, as the cafe may be, of his having taken ſuch oath ; which. 
certificate ſhall be lodged with the Clerk of the County where ſuch Inſpector ſhall be. And if 
any perſon ſhall preſume to execute the office of Inſpector, before he ſhall have given ſuch band, 


and taken ſuch oath as aforeſaid, he ſhall forfeit and pay five hundred pounds, 


. SecT. 16. And be it further enafed, That all Inſpectors to be appointed by virtue of this Act, 
ſhall conſtantly attend their duty at the ware-houſe or ware-houſes under their charge, from the w 
firſt day of October, to the tenth day of Auguſt, yearly, except Sundays, and the holydays D 
obſerved at Chriſtmas, Eaſter, and Whitſuntide, or when hindered by ſickneſs ; and afterwards ry 
they, or one of them, ſhall conſtantly attend at the fame, except Sundays, to deliver out tobacco tu 
for exportation, until all the tobacco remaining there the ſaid tenth day of Auguſt ſhall be deli- P 
yered ;- but no Inſpector ſhall be obliged to view any tobacco between the ſaid tenth day of Auguſt at 
and the ſaid firſt day of October, except ſuch as remained in the ware-houſe on the faid tenth ſo 
th 
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day of Auguſt. And every Inſpector neglecting te attend as aforeſaid, ſhall forfeit and pay to the 
party grieved five ſhillings for every neglect, or ſhall be liable to an action upon the caſe of the 
party grieved, to recover all ſuch damages as he or they ſhall have ſuſtained by occafion of any 
ſuch negle&, together with his or their full coſts, at the election of ſuch party. And that all 
rſons having tobacco at the public ware-houſes may have equal juſtice, the Inſpectors ſhall 
enter in a book, to be kept for that purpoſe, the marks and owners names of all tobacco brought an 
to their reſpective ware-houſes for inſpection, as the ſame ſhall be brought in, and ſhall view and | 
inſpe& the ſame in due turn, as it ſhall be entered in ſuch book; without favor or partiality z thi 
| ; | and 
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and ſhall uncaſe and break every hogſhead or cask of tobacco brought them to be id pected ad 
aforeſaid; and it they ſhall agree that the ſame is good, ſound, well conditioned, merchantable, 
and clear of traſh, then ſuch tobacco, ſhall be weighed in ſcales with weights of the lawful 


ſtandard, and the hogſhead or caſk ſhall be ſtamped. in the preſence of the ſaid InſpeRors, or ons 


of them, with the name of the ware-houſe at which inſpected, and alſo the tare of the hogſhead 
or calk, and quantity of nett tobacco therein contained. And the Inſpectots at ſuch ware, houſes 


ſhall iſſue a receipt for each hogſhead of tobacco they ſhall paſs, if required by the owner, which 


receipt ſhall be in the form following; to wit :

And no Inſpector or Inſpectors ſhall, under any pretence whatſoever, iſſue a receipt for an 
tobacco other than ſuch as ſhall be printed, in which the date ſhall be inſerted at full length. 
And if any Inſpector or Iaſpectors ſhall preſume to iſſue a receipt in any other manner than is 
hereby expreſſed, he or they, for every ſuch off-nce, ſhall forfcit and pay the ſum of one hundred 
ounds; to be recovered with coſts, by any perſon who may ſue for the ſame, - in any Court of 
Record within this State; which receipts as aforeſaid, ſhall be furniſhed by the Public Printer, 
and at the public expence. But if the ſaid two Inſpectors ſhall at any time diſagree concerning the 
quality of any tobacco brought for their inſpection to any ware-houſe under their charge, they 
ſhall; as ſoon as conveniently may be, call in the additional Inſpector appointed to attend ſuch ware- 
houſe, who ſhall determine, and paſs. or reject ſuch tobacco; and if he ſhall paſs the ſame, his 
name ſhall be entered in a book kept by the Inſpectors, oppoſite the mark; number, and weight, 
of the hogſhead by him paſſed, together with the name of the Inſpector at ſuch ware-houſe who 
ſhall officiate with him. And the Inſpectors at each of the ware- houſes eſtabliſhed by this AR, 
ſhall conſtantly keep ſo many able hands at their reſpective ware-houſes, not exceeding two, as the 
Courts of the ſeveral Counties wherein they lie ſhall from time to time judge neceſſary and direct, 
for the purpoſe of taking care of all tobacco btought to. ſuch ware houſe, and ſtowing it away 
after the ſame ſhall be inſpected and ſtamped. And no Inſpector ſhall, by himſelf, his ſervant; 
or any other perſon, cither directly or indirectly, be concerned in picking any refuſed tobacco, un- 


leſs it be his own property, on any pretence whatſoever, under the penalty of being for ever thtere= 
after diſabled from holding the office of Inſpector.

SECT. 17. And be it further enadled, That when any tobacco ſhall be refuſed by the Inſpectors, 
the proprietor thereof ſhall be at liberty to ſeparate the good from the bad; but if he refuſes or ne- 
glects ſo to do within one month of ſuch refuſal, the Inſpectors ſhall employ one of the pickers 
attending the were-houſe, to pick and ſeparate ſuch refuſed tobacco, and give the owner credit for 
ſo much thereof as ſhafl be found merchantable, after paying the pickers one fifteenth part of the 
quantity faved ; and the Inſpectors ſhall cauſe the tobacco which ſhall by them be judged unfit to 


pals, to be burnt in the brick funnel, erected or to be erected at ſuch ware-houſe, under the pe. 
nalty of forty ſhillings for every failure to the informer, recoverable with coſts, before any Juſtice 


of the County wherein ſuch ware-houſe ſhall lis. AND WHEREAS it has been found that ma- 
ny perſons attending the ware-houſes under the denomination of tobacco pickers, have been found 
guilty of great frauds, impoſitions, and abuſes therein: For remedy whereof, 


SECT. 18. Be it enadted, That the Courts of the ſeveral Counties wherein any of the public 
ware-houſes appointed by. this Act are eſtabliſhed, ſhall, and they are hereby required, to nomi- 
nate and appoint, from time to time, ſuch and and ſo many perſons as to them ſhall ſ:em neceſſa- 
ry, who are willing to undertake the fame, to attend the ſeveral ware-houſes within this State, to 
turn up, ſort, ſepàtate, and pick ſuch tobacco as ſhall be. refuſed by the Inſpactors. And every 
perſon ſo appointed a picker, ſhall make oath before the Court at the time of his appointment, or 
at the next ſucceeding Court, that he will carefully and diligently; without fraud or embezzlement; 
ſort and ſeparate all ſuch tobacco as ſhall be refuſed by the Inipectors, and the owner or proprietor 
thereof, or the Inſpectors, ſhall employ him to pick. And every picker of tobacco ſhall be al- 
lowed to demand and receive from the reſpective proprietors, one ſhilling and three pence per hogſ- 
head for opening, and one fifteemh part of all the tobacco ſaved out of any refuſed hogſhead by 
him picked; for his ſervices in opening, ſorting, and picking the fame, and no more. And no 
picker of tobacco ſhall keep or employ any negro or mulatto flave at any public ware-houſe, on 
any pretence whatſoever; nor ſhall any picker preſume to hinder any perſon who may chooſe to- 
open their own tobacco, or to pick what may be refuſed by the Inipectors, from the free uſe of 
the picking houſe and prize for the conveniency of picking and prizing the fame. And if any 
picker ſhall miſpehave himſelf in his faid office, it ſhall and may be lawful for the Cong of bs 
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County where ſuch picker ſhall be appointed, on complaint and motion to them made, to remove 
ſuch picker from his ſaid office, and to appoint another perſon to act in his room, if to them it 
ſhall ſeem neceſſary; and every picker ſo removed, ſhall for ever after be rendered incapable of 


_ - ſerving as picker at any public ware-houſe; provided ſuch picker hath ten days previous notice of 


ſuch motion; and any perſon who ſhall be aggrieved by any ſuch miſbehaviour in a picker, may 
make complaint thereof to any Juſtice of the Peace, who is hereby empowered and directed to 
take depoſitions therein, provided ſuch picker have notice thereof, and to tranſtnit the ſame to 
the next Court to be held for the County where the offence ſhall be committed, to be there 

iven in evidence on the examination into ſuch miſbehaviour. And if any perſon, not being ap- 
pointed and ſworn as aforeſaid, ſhall pretume to undertake the opening, ſorting, picking, or ſepa- 
rating any ſuch tobacco for hire or reward, every perſon fo offending ſhall forfeit and pay twenty 
ſhillings for every ſuch offence ; to be recovered by the ihformer to his own uſe before any Juſtice 
of the Peace. Provided, That any proprietor of tobacco who may chooſe to open, pick, and prize 
his own te bacco, may employ his own ſervants or ſlaves, or any other perſon or perſons, other 
than the hands kept by the Inſpectors, to aſſiſt him in opening, picking, or prizing the ſame ; and 
the perſon or perſons io employed, ſhall not incur or be ſubject to the Jaſt mentioned or any other 
penalty or forfeiture for ſo doing; and the Inſpectors ſhall ifue receipts for all tobacco ſaved by 
picking to the proprietors only cf ſuch tobacco, and not to the pickers of the ſame, And the In- 
{pectors ſhall not ſuffer or permit any picker to prize up any tobacco, that he ſhall have ſaved by 

icking, for his own uſe. And if any tobacco packed in any hogſt.ead or caſk by an Overſeer, or 


the hands under his cars, ſhail be burnt by the Inſpectors by reaſon of its being bad, unſound, - 


or not in good condition, the Overſeer who. had the care of making and packing the ſame ſhall be at 
the loſs of the tobacco ſo burnt, an1 make ſatis faction for the ſame out of his ſhare of the crop, 
or otherwiſe ; and the Inſpectors ſhall be obliged to keep an account of all tobacco fo burnt. 


SecT. 19. And be it further enafted, That where any tobacco ſhall be brought to any of the 
ſaid ware-hovſes for tie diſcharge of any public or private debt or contract, the ſaid Inſpectors, or 
one of them, aſter they have viewed, examined, and weighed the ſaid tobacco, according to the 
directions of this Act, ſhall be obliged to ccliver to the perſon bringing the fame, as many re- 
ceipts, under the hands of the ſaid Inſpectors, as ſhall be required for the full quantity of to- 
bacco received by them, in which th Il be expreſſed whether the tobacco. ſo received be ſweet 
ſcented or oronoko, ſtemmed or leaf; which receipt ſhall be in the farm following, to wit:

And ſhall 
bear date the day the tobacco for which the ſame is given ſhall be received and paſſed, and ſhall 
be current in all tobacco payments, according to the ſpecies expreſſed in the receipt, within the 
County wherein ſuch Inſpectors ſhall officiate, and in any other County next adjacent thereto, 
and not ſeparate therefrom by any of the great Rivers or Bay herein after mentioned, that is to 


ſay : James River, below the mouth of Appamattox ; York, below Weſt-Point ; Rappahan- - 


nock, below Taliaferro's Mount or by the Bay of Cheſapeake ; and ſhall be transferable from one 
to another in all ſoch payments, except as herein is excepted, and ſhall be paid and ſatisfied by 
the Infpector or Inſpeciors who ſigned the ſame, upon demand. And for every hogſhead of tobacco 
brought to any public ware-houſe and transferred, there ſhall be allowed by the Inſpectors there- 
I he perion bringing the ſame, after the rate of four pounds of tobacco for every hundred 

lade tobacco the (aid hogſhead ſhall contain, for the caſk, fo as ſuch allowance do not ex- 
ceed thirty pounds of tobacer, provided the caſk or hogſhead is good, and of ſuch dimenſions as 
is herein after expreſſed; and the ſaid Inſpectors ſhall, and they are hereby obliged, to make 
every hogſhead by them paid away in diſcharge of any receipt by them given as aforeſaid, to contain 
one thou and pounds of nett tobacco at the leaſt; and for every hogſhead of tobacco by them 
paid away, well lin-d aud nailed, fit for ſhipping, there ſhall be paid by the perſon ſhipping 
ſuch hy ſhead, fix ſhillings. for inſpection, and three ſhillings and fax pence for prizing and nails; 
which ſaid ſum of three ſhillings and fix pence the Inſpectors may retain in their hands for their 
own uſe, to reimburſe them) the expence and trouble of providing nails and prizing. And the perſon 
demanding or receiving tobacco in diſcharge of receipts as aforeſaid,” ſhall allow to the Inſpectors 


thirty pounds of tobacco for each hogſhead ſo received for the calk, and two pounds of tobacco for. 


every hundred pounds of tobacco contained in ſuch receipts, and ſo in proportion for a greater or 


leſſer quantity, for ſhrinkage and waſting, if the ſaid tobacco be paid withih two months after the 


date of the receipt given for the ſame, and one pound of tobacco for every hundred for every month 
the ſame ſhall be unpaid after the ſaid allowance, ſo as ſuch allowance for ſhrinkage and waſting 
do not exceed in the whole fix pounds of tobacco for every hundred. And if any InſpeRor or In- 
ſpectors, by whom any ſuch receipts for tobacco as aforeſaid ſhall be ſigned, ſhall refuſe or delay 


to pay and ſatisfy the ſame when demanded, every Inſpector ſo refuſing or delaying, ſhall forfeit 
and pay to the party injured double the tobacco ſo refuled or delayed to be paid; to be recovered 


with coſts, in any Court of Record within this State, if the receipt or receipts ſo refuſed or delay- 
ed to be paid exceed two hundred pounds of tobacco; and if the ſaid receipt or receipts do not ex- 
ceed two hundred pounds of tobacco, the double value aforeſaid ſhall and may be recovered, be- 


foro any Juſtice of the Peace of the County wherein the wars-houls ſhall be at which the receipt or 


receipts ought to be paid, . ops And 
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| Stet. 20. And be it further enacted, That all tobacco brought to any of the ſaid wate. houſes 
in hogſheads, to be exported on account, and for the uſe of the owner thereof, after the ſame (hall, 
have been received, examined, found to be good, and weighed; ſhall be ſtamped. as herein befote 
directed; and the ſaid Iuſpectors, or one of them, ſhall deliver to the perſon bringing the ſame, as 
many receipts ſigned as aforeſaid, as ſhall be required for the number of hogſheads ſo brought and 


ſtamped, in which ſhall be expreſſed, whether the tobacco ſo received be ſweet ſcented or oronoko, 
ſtemmed. or leaf, and whether the ſame be tied up in bundles ar not; and where any bogſhcad 


hath part leaf and part ſtemmed, ſhall ſignify the ſame at the bottom of the receipt, and they 


ſhall not mix ſtemmed and leaf tobacco in any hogſhead which they ſhall prize, and pay away in 
diſcharge of their transfer receipts ;' and for every hogſhead brought to any of the ſaid ware-houſes, 
to be exported by land or by water out of this State, there ſhall be paid to the Inſpectors attending 
at ſuch ware-houles, by the exporter, at the time cf demanding the ſame for exportation, the ſum 
of fix ſhillings;- and the owners of the tobacco ſhall find and provide nails ſufficient for ſecuring 
and nailing thereof, and where they ſhall fail ſo to do, the Inſpectors at ſuch ware-houſe ſhall fur- 
niſh nails for the purpoſe aforeſaid, and ſhall be allowed and paid by the owner eight pence for 
cach hogſhead ſo ſecured. And if any Inſpector or Inſpectors ſhall alter, change, or deliver out, 
any hogſhead of tobacco, other than the hogſhead for which the receipt for crop tobacco to be 
taken in, was by him or them given ; or ſhall alter or change any ſuch tobacco, although no ſuch 
receipt ſhall have been given, ſuch Inſpector or Inſpectors ſhall forfeit and pay fifty pounds for 
every hogſhead ſo altered, changed, or delivered out. And if any Inſpector (hall fail or refuſe to 
deliver any hogſhead of tobacco, when the ſame ſhall be demanded for exportation, ſuch Inſpectors 
ſhall forfeit and pay to the owner thereof double the value of the tobacco which they thall fo 
refuſe or fail to deliver. And all Inſpectors ſhall, and they are hereby obliged; if required, to take 
in any receipt or receipts by them given for crop tobacco, and after having weighed ſuch tobacco, 
to give transfer receipts for the ſame, with an allowance of four per centum for the caſk, ſo as 
ſuch allowance do not exceed thirty pounds of tobacco for every caſæ. Provided, That ſuch 
hogſhead ſhall contain at leaft one thouſand pounds of nett tobacco, and not mixed leat and 
ftemmed. Provided nevertheleſs, That no Inſpectots ſhall give their receipt or receipts for an 

transfer or crop tobaeco, which ſhall be opened or picked, by any picker legally appointed, until 
the proprietor of ſuch tobacco, or his or her agent, ſhall have firſt paid or tendered to ſuch picker 


his lawtul charges for opening or picking the ſame. And in the abſence of any ſuch picker, a pay- 


ment or tender to any of the Inſpectors there attending, for the uſe of the picker, ſhall be as 
effectual as it made to ſuch picker in perſon. And if any Iaſpectors ſhall deliver their receipt or 
receipts for any ſuch tobacco, ſo opened or picked, before ſuch payment or tender be made, they 
ſhall be liable to ſuch picker for the amount of the fame. And for reſtraining the undue practice 
of mixing traſh with ſtemmed tobacco, and preventing the packing of tobacco in unſizeable caſks, 


SECT. 21. Be it enafFed, That all ſtemmed tobacco, not laid flraight, whether the ſame be 
packed lcoſe or in bunales, ſhall be accounted unlawful tobacco; and that no tobacco packed in 
hogſheads which exceed forty-cight inches in the length of the ſtave, or thirty inches at the head, 
within the crow, making reaſonable allowance for prizing, which allowance ſhall not exceed two 
inches above the gauge, in the prizing head, ſhall be paſſed or received; but the owner of ſuch 
tobacco packed in caſks of greater dimenſions than before expreſſed, ſhall be obliged to repack the 
ſame in fizcable caſks, at his own charge, before the ſame ſhall be received or ſtamped by the 
Inſpectors. AND WHEREAS many and great inconveniencies have ariſen from Inſpectors 


- undertaking to deliver tobacco, the property of others, in their ware-houſes, without order from the 
proprietor of the ſame; |

SECT. 22. Be it enacted, That from and after the paſſing of this Act, if any Inſpector ſhall 
preſume to deliver any tobacco in his ware-houſe, without order from the owner or proprietor of 
ſuch tobacco, every Inſpector ſo offending, and being thereof duly convicted in the Court of the 
County wherein he officiates, is declared incapable of ſerving for ever after as an Inſpector in this 
State, and moreover ſhall be liable to the penalty of fifty pounds, for every hogſhead of tobacco ſo 
as aforeſaid delivered, without order of the owner or proprietor thereof, to be recovered by ſuch 
owner or proprietor thereof, if he or ſhe ſhall proſecute within four months after the offence com- 
mitted ; or if he or ſhe decline the proſecution, then, after that time, by any perſon who ſhall in- 
form or ſue for the ſame, by action of debt or information, in any Court cf Record within this 
Commonwealth. And if any Inſpector ſhall deliver any transfer receipts, or notes of credit, for 
tobacco, to any perſon or perſons, unleſs at the time of delivering the fame, he ſhall have actually 
and bona fide received and paſſed tobacco the property of him, her, or them, in whoſe name cr 
names ſuch receipts or notes ſhall be made out to the full amount of the quantity therein ſpecified, 
every. Inſpector ſo offending, and being duly convicted, ſhall be diſabled from ſerving as an In- 
ſpector, and moreover ſhall forfeit five pounds for every hundred weight of tobacco ſuch fiftitions 
note ſhall expreſs, to any perfon who will ſue for the ſame, recoverable by action of debt in any 
Court of Record. And for every proſecution agzinſt any Inſpector or Inſpectots, for the ſaid 
offence, the proof of his or their innocence ſhall lie upon the defendant. 


SECT. 23. And be it further enacted, That the owner of any transfer receipts may, at any time 
before the ſale of the tobacco contained in ſuch transfer reccipts, as herein after is directed, 
receive and mark hogſheads of tobacco to ſatisfy ſuch receipts; and the Inſpectors ſhall take in their 
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former receipts and deliver crop receipts for ſuch hogſheads, and ſhall be anſwerable for the ſafe keep . 


ing thereof in the ſame manner as they are for crop tobacco; but the petſons receiving ſuch hogſ- 


head, ſhall pay to the Inſpectors nine ſhillings and fix pence for the inſpection and nails for every 
mth > ey that is to ſay, three ſhillings and fix pence down to the Inſpectors for their uſe, for nails 
an 


their trouble in prizing, and ſix ſhillings as inſpection, when the tobacco is delivered. And 


the Inſpectors ſhall, at the Court held for their County in the month of September yearly, or if 
there be no Court in that month; then at the next Court held for their County; lay before the 
Court an account, upon oath, of all transfer receipts that were not by them taken in and received 
before the time of ſale herein before mentioned; and after ſuch account exhibited, and oath made, 
ſhallſell-the tobacco in ſuch receipts contained, deducting the allowance for ſhrinkage and waſt- 
ing, at public auction; at the door of the Court-houſe, between the hours of twelve and two; 
and the Fafpedtors ſhall pay the money arifing by ſuch ſale in fatisfa&ion of their receipts, from 
time to time, to the proprietors thereof, making their demand, under the ſame penalty as is in- 
flicted for not paying Inſpectors receipts. And all Inſpectors ſhall keep a juſt and true account of the 
tobacco gained or faved upon the allowance made for caſłk and for thrinkage of transfer tobacco, dr 
ue and if any tobacco ſhall be fo gained or faved, ſhall exhibit an account thereof, and

ſhall alſo ſell the tobacco ſo gained and ſaved, in the manner as is directed for the fale of transfer 


tobarco, and ſhall account for the money ariſing by ſuch ſale to the Treaſurer of this State, for 
the time being, in their next account with him; and the ſaid Treaſurer ſhall account for the 


fame to the General Aſſembly; and no Inſpector thall convert any tobacco ſo gained to his own

Sxcr. 24. And be it further enafted, That all Inſpectors ſhall, before the tenth day of ORober 


in every year, account with the Treaſurer of this State, upon oath, for all monies received, or 
which ought to be received, by them by virtue of this Act, execept the money paid for nails and 
for their trouble in prizing, or fer re-packing damaged tobacco which ſhall be re-landed at their 
inſpection, for every hogſhead of transfer tobacco; in which account they fhall be allowed their 
ſalarias, the rents of the ware-houſes, and all other neceſſary diſburſements in purſuance of this 
Act. And in order to eaſe the InſpeRors giving their perſonal attendance at the Treaſury, they 
are hereby required, after ſtating their accounts with the Treaſurer, as above directed, to take the 
following oath, before ſome one ſuſtice of the Peace of the County where they officiate, to wit: 
« We, A. B. and C. D. do ſwear, that the account now produced contains an exact ſtate of all 
the tobacco thipped the preceding year from ware-houſe, all taxes received or Cue for the 
ſame, alſo all tobacco gained at the ſaid inſpection, by any means whatſcever. So help us God.” 


And the Fuſtice of the Peace, before whom they are ſworn, ſhall, and he is hereby required, ta 


certify on the ſaid account that they have taken this oath. AND for the more effectual preven- 
tion of frauds in ſhipping uninſpected tobacco, and in the not regularly entering and reporting at 
the Naval-Offices tobaccoes ſhipped from the ware-houſes; | 


SECT. 25. Be it further enatted, That the ſcveral Inſpectors of tobacco in this State ſhall, annually, _ 


at the time of ſettling their accounts with the Treaſurer, deliver to him an account, upon oath, of all 
the tobacco ſhipped from their reſpective ware- houſes within the yeat preceding, containing the 
number of hogſheads or caſks ſent on board each ſhip or veſſel reſpectively ; and every Inſpector 
failing herein, ſhall forfeit and pay the ſum of fifty pounds. And that the ſeveral Naval-Officers 
1hall, on or before the twenty lch day of October, annually, return to the ſaid Treaſurer an ac- 
count, upon oath, of all the tobacco on board each ſhip or veſſel which ſhall have been cleared out 
in ſuch Naval-Officer's diſtrict in the preceding year, according to the manifeſts thereof delivered 
by the Maſter of ſuch ſhip or veſſel at the time of clearing, diſtinguiſhing the number of hogſ- 


heads or caſks put on board ſuch ſhip or veſſel from each reſpective ware-houſe ; and every Naval. * 


Officer failing herein, thall forfeit and pay the ſum of one hundred pounds for every failure. 
And if any Juſtice of the Peace ſhall know, or be informed upon oath, of any tobacco preſſed or 

acked, in order to be ſhipped off or carried out of this State by water, without being inſpected, ſuch 
Juſtice by himſelf, or any Sheriff, or Conſtable, by warrant from ſuch Juſtice, within the limits of 
his County, ſhall have power and authority, and is hereby required, to enter any ſuſpected houſes, 
and to break open all doors in the day time, the keys of ſach doors having been firſt demanded, 
and refuſed to be delivered, to ſeerch for the ſame; and if any tobacco ſhall be found by ſuch 
Juſtice, Sheriff, or Conſtable, preſſed in any hogſhead, caſk, barrel, or other package whatſoever, 
ſuch Juſtice, Sheriff, or Conſtable, ſhall ſeize the ſame; and the perſon in whoſe pofleflion ſuch 
tobacco ſhall be found, ſhall forfeit to the informer five pounds for every hundred weight, and ſo 
in proportion for a leſs quantity, to be recovered, with coſts, in any Court of Record, if it be 
twenty-five ſhillings or upwards. And any Juſtice of the Peace of any County near the place 
where any ſhip or other veſſel ſhall ride, upon information to him made upon oath, by any free 
Man, that there is good cauſe to fuſpect any tobacco uninſpected, in ca{k, bulk, or parcels, to 


be on board ſuch ſhip or other veſſel, ſhall, and he is hereby empowered and required, to iffus 


his warrant directed to the Sheriff or any Conſtable of his County; and the Sheriff or Conſtable 
ſhall have full power and authority, and he is hereby required to enter 2nd go on board ſuch ſhip 
or other veſſel, to ſearch for and ſeize ſuch tobacco, and the ſame being ſcized, ſhall be brought 


on ſhore and carried before the ſame or any other Juſtice, who ſhall cauſe the ſaid tobacco to be

SecT. 26. And be it further enadted, That where any tobacco hath remained, or ſhall hereafter | _ 
remain, undemanded in a public ware-houſe two years, after the ſame hath been cr ſhall be in- 
ſpeed, the Inſpectors at ſuch ware-houſe ſhall advertize in the Virginia Gazette, for three weeks 
ſucceſſively, a liſt of the marks, numbers, and weights of ſuch tobacco, with the names' of the 
perſons for whom it was inſpected ; and if no owner appears to claim the fame within three months, 
they ſhall at the next Court to be held for the County in whith ſuch ware-houſe thall be, after 
the expiration thereof, and advertizing as aforeſaid, deliver to the Court the like liſt, which 
Court is hereby empowered and required to order the ſame to be publicly fold at the Court-houſe 
door, on a Court day, to the highett bidder ; and the money ariſing from the fale thereof thall be 
paid by the Inſpectors to the Treaſurer of this State for the time being, who ſhall account for the 
lame, from time to time, to the General Aſſembly.

SECT. 27. And be it Jurtier enacted, That no perſon taking upon himſelf the office of Inſpec< 
tor, thall, during his continuance in that office, or within two years after he ſhall be out of his 
ſaid office, be capable of being elected a Member of either Heuſe of Aſſembly, or thall preſume 
to intermeddle or concern himſelf with an election of a Member or Members of either of the ſaid 
Houſes, otherwiſe than by giving his vote, or ſhall endeavour to inſtuence any perſon or perſons 
in giving his or their vote, under the penalty of fifty pounds for every offence ; nor ſhall any In- 
ſpector by himſelf, or any perſon for him, be allowed to keep an ordinary or houſe of entet᷑tain- 
ment at or near the ware-houſe where he is an Inſpector; and every Inſpector herein offending ſhall 
be incapable of ſerving in that office; neither ſhall any Inſpector, during his continuance in that 
office, be, or undertake to be, Collector of any public tax, other than what relates to ſuch office, 
County or Pariſh levies, or any Officer's fees; nor ſhall directly or indire&ly for himſelf, or for 
any other perſon, buy, or receive by way of barter, loan, cr exchange, any tobacco whatſoever, 
under the penalty of fifty ſhillings for every hundred pounds of tobacco ſo bought or received. 
Provided, That nothing herein contained ſhall be conſtrued to hinder any Inſpector from receiv- 
ing his rents in tobacco, which ſhall be firſt viewed, examined, and ſtamped, according to the 
directions of this Act. And for the farther and better directions of the Inſpectors aforeſaid in 


their duty : . 


SecT. 28. Be it enacted, That no Inſpectors ſhall take, accept, or receive, directly or indirectly, 
any gratuity, fee, or reward, for any thing by him to be done in purſuance of this Act, other 


than his ſalary, and the other payments and allowances herein before mentioned and expreſſed; 


and if any Inſpector ſhall take, accept, or receive, any ſuch gratuity, fee, or reward, ſuch Inſpec- 
tor, being thereof convicted, ſhall forfeit and pzy the ſum of one hundred pounds, to be recovered 
with coſts, by any perſon or perſons who ſhall inform and ſue for the fame, by action of debt or 
information, in any Court of Record within this Commonwealth, and moreover ſhall be difabled 
from holding the office of Inſpector during the continuance of this Act. And if any perſon ſhall 
offer any bribe, reward, or gratuity, to any Inſpector for any thing by him to be done in purſu- 
ance of this Act, other than the fees and allowances herein before directed, every perſon ſo offend- 
ing, and being thereof convicted, ſhall, for every ſuch offence; forfeit and pay the ſum of twenty 
pounds current money, to be recovered in any Court of Record within this State, one half of 
which forfeiture ſhall be to and for the uſe of ſuch Inſpector refuſing ſuch bribe or reward, and 
the other half to the perſon who will inform and ſue for the ſame. And there ſhall be paid to the 
ſeveral Inſpectors, appointed to attend and attending the ſaid feveral ware-houſes, the ſalaries

Sxcr. 29. Be it enafted, That any two Juſtices of the Peace, not being Inſpectors, ſhall have 
power to hear all complaints againſt any Inſpector within their County, and to take the depoſitions 
of witneſſes upon the matter of ſuch complaint on both fides, which ſhall be tranſmitted by them 
to the Governor and Council, for their determination. And to the end ſuch depoſitions may be 
taken in the beſt manner, the Clerk of the County, or ſome ſuificient perſon by him to be ap- 

ointed, ſhall attend the ſaid Juſtices for that purpoſe, and be paid by the County the ſame fees as 
is or ſhall be by Law eſtabliſhed for attending the examination of witneſſes upon a dedimus poteſta- 
tum. And moreover any two juſtices ſhall have power to viſit all or any of the public ware-houſes 
within theic County, and if they ſhall diſcover any negligence in the InſpeCtors either in ſecuring 
the tobacco or (towing the ſame away in a proper manner for ſaving the room in ſuch houſes, or 
that they are guilty of any other breach or breaches of their duty, the Juſtices ſhall certify the Go- 
vernor and Council thereof. And if any Inſpector ſhall be adjudged guilty of a breach of his du- 
ty, he ſhall be removed from his office, and be for ever after incapable of ſerving as an Inſpector. 
And if any Inſpector ſhall be removed from his office, upon a complaint and proſecution againſt 


him in the method by this Act preſcribed, ' he ſhall be liable to the action on the caſe of the pro- 


ſecutor for his neceſſary coſts and expences in ſuch proſecution, in which the proſecutor ſhall re- 
cover his full coſts of ſuĩt; but if the Iuſpector or Inſpectors ſhall be acquitted upon ſuch examina- 
tion, the proſecutor ſhall be liable to the action of ſuch Inſpector or Inſpectors for the recovery of 


all damages and expences which he or they ſhall have ſuſtained or been put to by ſuch proſecution - 


and colts, unleſs the Governor and Council ſhall certify that there was reaſonable cauſe for'ſuch - 
complaint; and every Inſpector ſhall moreover be liable to the action of the party grieved for all 

loſs and damage that may happen or ariſe to any perſon by occaſion of any failure of duty or neglect 

of any ſuch Inſpector, in which action the plaintiff ſhall recover his full coſts although the damages 

do not exceed forty ſhillings. ; 


SECT, 30. And be it further enafted, That all tobacco due or to grow due and payable: for 
ublic, County, and Pariſh levies, or for Clerks, Sheriffs, Surveyors, or other Officers fees, ſhall be 
paid and diſcharged by transfer receipts in the following manner, that is to ſay: All levies ſhall be 
paid in ſome ware-houſe in the County where ſuch levies are laid, and all Officers fees in! the 
County where the perſon chargeable therewith lives, except ſuch perſon ſhall have a plantation 
with flaves thereon in the County where the ſervice is performed, and then all fees (all be paid 
in ſuch County; but the ſaid levies and fees due and payable in any County where no public ware- 
houſe is eſtabliſhed, ſhall be paid at ſome ware-houſe in the next adjacent County. Provided al- 
ways, «That the receipts from the ware-houſes hereafter mentioned ſhall paſs in payment of all 
levies and Officers fees payable in the Counties following, that is to ſay: In the County of Ac-

SECT. 31. And be it further enacted, That all public, County, and Pariſh levies, Sheriffs, 
Clerks, Surveyors, and other Officers fees, payable in tobacco, ſhall be paid and ſatisfied, by the 
perſons chargeable with, and indebted for the tame, to the Sheriffs or other Collectors, by transfer 
receipts before the tenth day of June yearly. Andif any perſon chargeable with the levies and 
fees aforefaid, ſhall neglect or refuſe to pay the ſame within the time aforeſaid, it ſhall be lawfuk 
to and for the Sheriffs and other Collectors, immeſJjiately after the ſaid tenth day of June, to diſ- 
train the goods and chattels of the perſon or perſons ſo neglecting or refuſing, and to-ſell and diſ- 
poſe thereof for tobacco in the fame manner as is directed by Law for goods taken in execution; 
and the overplus (if any be) after paying the ſeveral levies and fees, and the charge of diftreſs, 
which is hereby declared to be the ſame as for ſerving an execution, ſhall be returned to the debt- 
or. And the Sheriffs or other Collectors of the ſaid levies and fees, ſhall, before the laſt day of 
July yearly, pay and deliver to each creditor, according to their reſpective debts or claims, all 
the Inſpectors receipts he or they ſhall have received in ſatisfaction thereof; and if any Sheriff or 
ether Collector ſhall refuſe or delay to make payment accordingly, if required, he or they ſo re- 
fuſing or delaying, ſhall forfeit and pay to the party grieved double the value of the tobacco fo 
refaſed or delayed to be paid ; to be recovered, with coſts, in any Court of Record within this 
State, 


SECT. 32. And be it further enafed, That if any of the ware-houſes herein before mentioned, 
ſhall happen to be burnt, the loſs ſuſtained thereby ſhall be made good and repaired to the ſeve- 
ral perſons injured, by the General Aſſembly; and in caſe of ſuch accident, no Inſpector ſhall- 
be ſued or moleſted for or by reaſon of any receipts by them given, or for any tobacco burnt in 
any of the ſaid ware-houſes, but ſhall be altogether acquitted and diſcharged of, and from the pay- 
ment of the tob:cco in ſuch receipts mentioned; any thing herein before contained to the contra- 
ry notwithſtanding. . Provided always, That if the receipts for tobacco ſo burnt and deſtroyed 
ſhall be of an older date than twelve months, the tobacco ſhail not be paid for by the public, but 
the owner or proprietor thereof ſhall bear the loſs. | 


Ser. 33. And be it further enaJed, That the Inſpectors ſhall not permit the proprietor or any 
other perion to make uſe of the ware-houſe at which they are Inſpectors. And if any ware-houſe 


ſhall hereafter happen to be burnt, and it ſhall appear that ſuch ware-houſe was burnt by means 
of the Inſpectors permitting the proprietor or any other perſon to make uſe thereof, ſuch Inſpec- 
tors ſhall re- pay to the Treaſurer, for the time being, all ſuch ſum or ſums of money as ſhall have 
been paid to the perſon or perſons ſo injured; 


SECT. 34. And be it further enafted, That if any perſon hereafter ſhall make any fire within 
any public ware-houſe, or without doors, within one hundred yards of ſuch ware-houſe, other 
than in the Inſpectors counting room, ſquares, or funnels, ſuch perſon, if a free man, ſhall, for 
every ſuch offence, forfeit and pay ten pounds, to be recovered, with coſts, by action of debt or 
information; in any Court of Record within this State, by the informer to his own uſe; and ifa 
ſervant or flave, he or ſhe ſhall, by order of any Juſtice of the Peace, receive on his or her bare 
back twenty laſhes for every ſuch offence. And it ſhall not be lawful for any perſon whatſoever to 
erect or build, or cauſe to be erected or built, any wooden chimney or chimnies within two hun- 
dred yards of any public ware-houſe; and where any ſuch are already built, within the diſtance 
aforeſaid of any public ware-houſe, the owner or proprictor thereof ſhall pull down the fame, 
or on refufal or neglect ſo to do in one month after the paſſing of this Act, it ſhall be lawful 
for the Sheriff of the County, and he is hereby required, to cauſe ſuch chimney or chimnies 
to be pulled down and demolithed. AND to the intent that the juſt quantity of tobacco exported 
may be more exactly known, and evil practices to defraud the public of the duty prevented, 


SECT. 35. Be it enadted, That all InſpeQors ſhall carcfully enter in a book, to be provided and 
kept for that purpoſe, the marks, numbers, groſs, nett weight, and tare, of all tobacco viewed 
G and 
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roſs, nett weight, .and tare, of every hogſhead or caſk of tobacco then delivered, to be given to 
the Maſter of the hip or veſſel in which the fame ſhall be put on board; and if the tobacco de- 


| livered to the ſame floop or boat is intended to be put on board ſeveral ſhips or veſſels, then they 


ſhall deliver ſo many diſtinct and ſeveral liſts as aforeſaid of the hogſheads or caſks to be put on 
board ſuch Ihip or veſſel reſpetively ; which liſts every Maſter of a ſhip or veſſel is required 
to produce to and lodge with the Naval Officer of the diſtrict where the ſame ſhip: or veſſel where- 
of he is Maſter ſhall ride, or by whom he ſhall be cleared, ſome time before his clearance. But 
whereas it may happen that the thip in which ſuch tobacco was intended to be put; may be ſo 


full as not to be able to ſtow all the tohacco contained in ſuch liſt, in ſuch caſe it ſhall be lawful 


to ſhip the ſaid tobacco, or any part thereof, on board any other ſhip or ſhips where the owner 
thereof ſhall think fit, the Maſters of ſuch ſhips endorſing on the faid lifts the marks and numbers 
of the reſpective hogſheads by them taken on board, and giving notice to the Inſpectors of the 
ware-hoyſe from which the ſame was brought; or if there be no ſhip to receive the ſaid tobacco, 
then it ſhall be lawful for the Maſter of the firſt mentioned ſhip or veſſel to put the ſaid tobacco into 
any wate-houſe in the diſtrict where ſuch ſhip or veſſel ſhall ride, giving immediate notice there- 
of to the Inſpectors who ſtamped the ſame. And the Inſpectors of that ware-houſe where ſuch 
tobacco ſhall be delivered, ſhall receive from the perſons re-landing. ſuch tobacco, one ſhilling and 


fix pence for every hogſhead ſo re-landed, and ſhall give a receipt for the ſame; which money fo 


received by the Inſpectors, ſhall be paid by them to the perſon or perſons entitled to receive the 
rent of the ſaid ware-houſe, . ; 

- $xoT. 36. And be it further enabled, Thatzhe or ſhe ſhall be adjudged a felon, and not have 
the benefit of Clergy, who ſhall forge or counterfeit, alter or eraſe, the ſtamp or receipt of any 


Inſpector or Inſpectors ; or ſhall cauſe or procure ſuch ſtamp or receipt to be forged or counter- 
feited, altered or eraſed ; or ſhall aid or aſſiſt in forging or counterfeiting, altering or eraſing ſuch 


ſtamp or receipt'; or ſhall paſs or tender, or ſhall cauſe or procure to be paſſed or teridered, any 


ſuch ſtamp or receipt, in payment or exchange, knowing the ſame to have been forged or coun- 
terfeited, altered or eraſed z or ſhall have in his or her cuſtody or poſſetſion any Inſpectors ſtamp 
or receipt, which hath been altered or eraſed, knowing the ſame to have been altered or eraſed, 
and ſhall not diſcover ſuch altered or eraſed ſtamp or receipt to two Juſtices of the Peace before 
the firſt day of July, in the preſent year, or within five days after they, or either of them, ſhall 
have come to his or her poſſeſſion ; or ſhall export, or cauſe to be exported, any hogſhead or caſk 
of tobacco ſtamped with a forged or counterfeited ſtamp; or ſhall receive or demand tobacco of 
an Inſpector upon any forged or counteiieited, altered or eraſed ſtamp or receipt, knowing ſuch 
ſtamp or receipt to be forged or counterfeited, altered or eraſed ; or ſhall put or pack, or cauſe or 
procure to be put or packed, into any hogſhead or caſk, ſtampzd by an Inſpector, any tobacco 
whatſoever ; or ſhall draw or take out, or cauſe or procure to be drawn or taken out, any ftaves, 
plank, or heading board, of any hogſhead or caſk of tobacco, ſo ſtamped as aforeſaid, after the 
fame thall be delivered out of any ef the public ware-houſes aforeſaid. 


xc. 37. And be it further enadled, That if any Inſpector or Inſpectors ſhall give, deliver, or 
iſſue, to any perſon whatſoever, his or their receipt, expreſſed to be for any hogthead' or caſk of 
tobacco, or for any quantity of transfer tobacco, which they have not actually received into the 
ware-houſe whereof they are Inſpectors, at the time of giving ſuch reecipt or ſhall give, deliver, 
iſſue, or cauſe or procure to be given, delivered, or iſſued, more than one receipt for any hogſhead 
or caſł of tobacco, or quantity of transfer tobacco, by him or them received, except where au- 
thorized by Law ſo to do, ſuch Inſpector or Inſpectors, being thereof convicted by due courſe of 
Law, {ſhall be adjudged a felon, and ſhall ſufter death as in caſe of felony, without benefit of Clergy, 


SecT. 38. And be it further enatled, That if any Inſpector's receipt be caſnally loſt, miſlaid, 
or deſtroyed, the perſon or perſons entitled to receive the tobacco, by virtue of any ſuch receipt, 
ſhall make oath before any Juſtice of the Peace of the County where the ſame is payable, to the 
number and date of every fuch receipt, to whom and where payable, and for what quantity of 
tobacco the ſame was given, and that ſuch receipt is loſt, miflaid, or deſtroyed, and that he, ſhe, 
or they, at the time ſuch receipt was loft, miſſaid, or deſtroyed, was lawfully entitled to receive

for aſcertaining certain taxes and duties, and for eſtabliſhing a permanent revenue, into one Act:“ 
AND WHEREAS the operation of the ſaid Acts, as well as the preſent circumſtances of 


this State, tender it neceſſary that the Act, intituled, “ An Act for appropriating the public re- 


venue, ſhould be amended; 


SECT. 2. Be it therefore enadled, That all the revenue ariſing under the ſaid firſt recited Act, 
as now amended, ſhall be appropriated as herein after directed; and the fame ſhall be paid accord- 
ingly, the teſpective claims being previouſly audited, and warrants drawn by the. Auditors of 
Public Accounts accordingly.

within this State; and they are hereby reſpedively authorized and empowered to take and receive 
ſubſcriptions ſor that purpoſe ; and if any perſon. or perſons ſhall neglect, fail, or refuſe to pay
